Disability group 
inducts Williams 


into hall of fame 


Boyce R. Williams, the 1983-84 
recipient of Gallaudet’s Powrie Vaux 
Doctor Chair of Deaf Students, was in- 
ducted Oct. 26 into the National Hall 
of Fame for Persons with Disabilities, 
Inc., in that organization’s third annual 
ceremony in Columbus, Ohio. 

Dr. Williams, deafened by spinal 
meningitis at the age of 17, graduated 
from Gallaudet in 1932 and received a 
master’s degree from Columbia Univer- 
sity in 1940. Between degrees, Dr. 
Williams taught at the Wisconsin and 
Indiana Schools for the Deaf, serving 
as vocational training director at the 
latter. 

In 1945 he began a distinguished 
38-year career with the federal govern- 
ment, retiring in 1983. He served as 
consultant for 22 years, moving on to 
become chief and then director of what 
is now the Office of Deafness and 
Communicative Disorders, Rehabilitation 
Services Administration, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Education. 

Dr. Williams was awarded a doctor 
of laws degree from Gallaudet in 1958 
and a doctor of humanities degree from 
Carthage College, Kenosha, Wis., in 
1972. Among the many awards he has 
received are the Award of Merit from 
the International Congress on Educa- 
tion of the Deaf, the National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf Distinguished Service 
Award and the Daniel T. Cloud Memo- 
rial Award for Leadership from San 
Fernando Valley State College. 

In the fall of 1983, Dr. Williams re- 
turned to Kendall Green as the recipient 
of the Powrie V. Doctor Chair and

School entrusts historical records to Gallaudet 


“It’s all here,” said David de Lorenzo, 
“the 165-year history of one of the 
most important schools for deaf stu- 
dents in the United States.” 

De Lorenzo, the College’s archivist 
and special collections librarian, de- » 
scribes the donation of the historical 
records of the Pennsylvania School for 
the Deaf as “not only a major contribu- 
tion to Gallaudet’s archives, but a dem- 
onstration of trust in Gallaudet’s charge 
of promoting and preserving the deaf 
community’s cultural heritage.” 

From its founding in 1820 until 
1935, the school was known as the 
Pennsylvania Institution for the Deaf 
and Dumb. It was the third such insti- 
tution established in the U.S. 

When the Pennsylvania School for 
the Deaf closed its high school in 1983, 
de Lorenzo wrote to PSD Superinten- 
dent Joseph Finnegan, asking for the 
opportunity to visit the school and 
study its records. “At the time, the 
school hoped to establish its own ar- 
chives,” said de Lorenzo, “but funding 
eventually became a problem.” 

After what de Lorenzo describes as 
“an emotional decision” for the PSD 
board of trustees, faculty and staff, the 
school notified de Lorenzo last Septem- 
ber that it wanted to donate its records 
to Gallaudet. 

Among the'records were such items 
as students’ applications, annual re- 
ports, faculty and staff salary lists, min- 
utes of board meetings and all official 
correspondence. Also recorded are ex- 
penditures for items that included 
aprons, lantern slide plates and beef. 

Hand-copied Bibles, personal journals

and correspondence are also in the col- 
lection. Three reels of film showing 
“Miss Corbett in Wisso” and “Boy 
Scouts” are dated 1937, and various 
still photographs depict people and 
scenes from as early as 1890. 

“The documents are very well pre- 
served,” said de Lorenzo, noting that 
paper used at that time was made from 
cotton rag rather than from less durable 
wood pulp of later years. Most of the 
records were handwritten using quill 
pens and iron gall ink. 

Special chemicals will be used to re- 
move dirt and acids that have accumu- 


lated on the pages. “Most of the work 
can be done by our staff,” said de 
Lorenzo. “Items requiring more special- 
ized processes will be sent to freelance 
conservators.” 

Temperature and humidity controlled 
vaults are provided in the archives, and 
the documents will be stored in acid- 
free folders and boxes. 

After the items are sorted and cata- 
logued, de Lorenzo said, the collection 
will be open to the public. An exhibi- 
tion of selected documents is planned 
at completion of the cataloguing.

Book on cognition & deafness called ‘veritable treasure’ 


Fifteen College and five PreCollege 
faculty and staff are among the con- 
tributors to “Cognition, Education and 
Deafness” published by Gallaudet Col: 
lege Press. 

The 248-page hardcover book, sub- 
titled “Directions for Research and In- 
struction,” contains a summary, analysis 
and synthesis of papers presented at 
the International Symposium on Cogni- 
tion, Education and Deafness held on 
Kendall Green in June 1984. 

David S. Martin, dean of the School 
of Education and Human Services, is 
the editor of the book as well as con- 
tributor and author of the book’s in- 
troduction. Doin Hicks, vice president 
for Institutional Research and Planning, 
wrote the book’s foreword. 

According to Dr. Hicks, “Cognition, 
Education and Deafness” provides “the 
best summary to date of state-of-the-art 
information on topics related to cogni- 
tion and deafness. The volume comes 
highly recommended as a veritable 


treasure to the serious student and to 
the practicing professional concerned 
about helping deaf persons help them- 
selves by developing a greater portion 
of their cognitive potential.” 


Contributions from 54 experts are or- 
ganized into seven topic areas focusing 
on cognition and its relation to students’ 
growth and development, problem- 
solving strategies, thinking processes, 
language development, reading meth- 
odology, measurement of potential and 
intervention programs. 


Both Dr. Martin and Dr. Hicks ac- 
knowledge the role of Clarence Williams, 
former director of Faculty and Student 
Research, who died before seeing the 
fruits of his labor on the international 
symposium. “His professional inspira- 
tion and energy were essential to the 
original conceptualization and initial 
planning for the symposium from which 
this book grew,” wrote Dr. Martin. “He 
is much missed by all who knew him.”

After 39 years working at Gallaudet 
Mattie says, ‘I’m going to miss it’ 


When Mattie Shell first started work- 
ing at Gallaudet College in 1946, she 
was 19 years old. There were only 
about four or five buildings on campus 
then. 


“I was not intending to stay,” she 
said recently. “You know, when you're 
only 19, you don’t have anything in 
mind.” She was raised in the neighbor- 
hood, and she heard about the job from 
a friend who was working here. It was 
a job, that’s all. 


But she stayed, for 39 years. “I fell 
in love with the students,” she said 
simply. 

She began work in the cafeteria that 
used to be in Chapel Hall. In 1948 she 
switched to housekeeping, which later 
became custodial services. 


In 1972 she was made a work leader, 
and two years later she was promoted 
to supervisor. She remained in that 
position until June when she left on 
sick leave. And now she’s retiring. 

“T’m going to miss it,” she said just 
prior to a reception in her honor on 
Nov. 1. “I grew to love the students, 
especially when I was in Fowler Hall 
[when it was a residence for female 
students]. Back then, it was a small 
campus. We were like a family.” 

Her work took her all over the cam- 
pus, however. Ernest Spriggs, director 
of the Physical Plant Department said, 
“Many of us know and love Mattie for 
her kindness and warm smile. Her ex- 
cellent work record, cooperation and 
willingness to help made her an asset 
to the Gallaudet community.”

De Lorenzo said that he hopes to get 
a grant to help with the arrangement 
and description work on the collection, 
which will take approximately two 
years to complete. 


“Adequate funding would encourage 
more officials of schools and organiza- 
tions of deaf people to entrust valuable 
memorabilia to Gallaudet,” said de 
Lorenzo. “Concerned people need to 
know that their documents are given 
the necessary care to ensure preserva- 
tion.” 


The College community will be par- 
ticularly interested in a PSD record 
dated Oct. 12, 1826. The entry states 
that John Carlin, for whom Gallaudet’s 
newest dorm is named, was enrolled at 
the Pennsylvania School for the Deaf 
as a “day scholar at $40 per annum.”

began work on a book assessing the 
impact of vocational rehabilitation ser- 
vices on the deaf community. He is 
continuing work on that book out of 
his office in Chapel Hall, lending at- 
mosphere with the striking scent of his 
cigars. 

In a summary of Dr. Williams’ 
achievements for the induction cere- 
mony, the National Hall of Fame for 
Persons with Disabilities said, “It has 
been largely due to Dr. Williams’ work 
that training programs for vocational 
counselors serving communicatively dis- 
ordered persons were established; that 
comprehensive vocational rehabilitation 
centers were set up to serve this popu- 
lation; that national attention was 
focused on the mental health service 
needs of deaf people; that interpreting 
became an authorized vocational reha- 
bilitation case service to deaf clients; 
that legislation to aid severely disabled 
deaf adults has been proposed; and 
that research to study the myriad prob- 
lems that cluster around hearing and 
speech impairment has been mounted.”
